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A few days ago, I received a letter 
from Brother G. R. Watson, pastor of 
Riverside church in Atlanta, Ga., tell- 
ing of the way God is blessing them. 
Brother Watson pastored this church 
for a number of years before he was 
made state overseer of Missouri. After 
completing his overseership, he ré- 
turned to take up the pastorate of the 
same church, The following is an ex- 
cerpt from his letter: 


“The Lord is blessing our efforts at 
Riverside. We have had two good re- 
vivals since the Assembly, and a con- 
tinuous revival spirit in our regular 
services. Some have been saved or 
blessed in most every week-end serv- 
ice. Many who had drifted away, some 
fine new people, and some of the worst 
drunkards in town have been saved 
and are going on with God. 


“Our Sunday School has doubled in 
attendance. It has been running from 
200 to 344. We want to buy a bus for 
this department soon.*In addition to 
our regular Y.P.E. services, we organ- 
ized our young people into groups — 
‘Youth and Evangelism, Youth and 
Missions, Youth and Music, Youth and 
Literature, and Youth and Prayer.’ 
Services are being held in the homes, 
city prison, streets, and wherever 
there is an open door. Literature is 
being distributed in the hospitals, 
homes and on the streets. Prayer is 
going up day and night for souls and 
for an old-time Pentecostal revival. 
The Music Group is on the job, and 
our Foreign Missions Group, under the 
leadership of Brother Johnnie Owens, 
who had the privilege to visit several 
countries while in service, including 


Egypt and the Holy Land, and to see

The Church of God building, 501 N. 
Market Street, Chattanooga, Tenn., 
just completed, is modern in every 
way, costing approximately $70,000. It 
is buiit of brick and steel framework. 
The main auditorium is 45x72 feet, a 
full-sized basement, and a 32x82 two- 
story educational department for Sun- 
day School. The seventeen classrooms 
are completed, and will seat from 25 
to 200. It has a nice chapel and bap- 
tistry in the basement. The building 
is heated with a hot-air furnace, with 
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the need of missions, is working espe- 
cially hard. Since the first of the year, 
this group alone has raised close +o 
$400. They plan to build a church in 
China, hoping to win many souls to 
Jesus. 

“Most of all, we are teaching, preach- 
ing, praying, and working for a spirit- 
ual church, one in which God can have 
His way; not formality nor fanaticism, 
but the real power and presence of 
God; a church whose members live a 
clean, consistent, consecrated life, 
yielded to God to receive His gifts and 
consecrated to Him, bearing the fruit 
of the Spirit.” 

In another letter from Brother Hoyt 
Odom, pastor of the Rossville, Ga., 
Church of God, he states that in the 
last three years, since he has been 
there, the membership has increased 
more than five times what it was when 
he went there. The Sunday School has 
increased from 35 and 40 to 286 for 
last Sunday, running up near the top 
of the Sunday School list in Georgia. 
The tithes have increased from ap- 
proximately $100 per month until now 
some months they run $800. He has 
been broadcasting for two years over 
one of the larger stations in Chatta- 
nooga, proving a blessing to many, and 
the church there is sponsoring two 
young men in the Bible Training 
School and College this term. 

Incidentally, Brother Odom states 
that he began as a member of the 
Riverside church, with Brother G. R. 
Watson as overseer of the Atlanta 
District. The record of these two 
brethren shows what a pastor can do 
when he has the courage to take the 
initiative and a fine congregation to 
back him.

Paul declared 
that he was not ashamed of the gos- 
pel of Christ, and from considering 
the record of his ministerial accom- 
plishments we conclude that he had 
no cause to be ashamed of his work. 
While he made no boast of his out- 
standing victories, he was neverthe- 
less careful to vindicate his apostle- 
ship. It is possible for the minister 
of the gospel to so prepare himself, 
conduct himself, and carry on his 
ministry as not to be ashamed. If we 
appropriate, through faith, the pro- 
visions offered by the Lord, for suc- 
cessfully equipping ourselves, we have 
every right to expect*success in our 
field of endeavor. The life and minis- 
try that fails to exude the spirit and 
compassion of Christ is failing in its 
purpose. As Christian workers we are 
solemnly obligated to wholly dedicate 
our lives to this earthly ministry. 


“RIGHTLY DIVIDING THE WORD 
OF TRUTH.” To save ourselves the 
possible future embarrassment of 
changing our theology, wisdom de- 
crees that we carefully and prayer- 
fully form our conclusions by what 
“thus saith the Lord.” Should we find 
it necessary to repeatedly unpreach 
and unteach our previous doctrinal 
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conclusions, we shall eventually con- 
vince our congregations that we have 
been guilty of an unskillful ministry. 
It is true that their confidence in our 
ability will be shaken and our in- 
fluence weakened. In an endeavor to 
sensationalize, prophetic speakers have 
deserted scriptural truths and ap- 
proached the borders of unsound, hu- 
man reasoning. Consequently, their 
results in the ministry have not been 
desirable and men’s faith in the Word 
and the ministry has been shaken. 
Men who will forsake their unscrip- 
tural conclusions and humbly accept 
that teaching which can be definite- 
ly substantiated by scripture, are to 
be commended. We are admonished 
by John the apostle to walk in the 
light. To stubbornly cling to what we 
may once have believed to be truth, 
when we have insufficient scriptural 
evidence for believing so, is certainly 
not “rightly dividing the word of 


truth.” 

A united, prayerful effort to rightly 
divide the Word of Truth, that we 
might stand together on a scriptural 
foundation, will give us a faith in 
the Lord and a confidence in each 
other that will never fail. The minis- 
ters of the gospel of Christ are facing 
a tremendous challenge today. Our 
cause is hopeless unless we constantly 
conform to the teachings laid down 
by our Lord concerning our attitude 
toward one another. “By this shall 
all men know that ye are my disciples, 
if ye have love one to another.” Paul, 
under the inspiration of the Holy 
Ghost, has enumerated some of the 
practical results of love in the Chris- 
tian life. His words are recorded in 
1 Corinthians 13. 

Since the reward for faithful serv- 
ice is certain, we can afford to profit 
again by Paul’s admonition to Timo- 
thy, 2 Tim. 2:15.

. “Read the Bible,” is the slogan adopted for the 1947 Seals. 
On the brown background four different designs are shown, 
the reading of the Bible on the farm, in the home, in thc 
factory, and in the office. The sheets of one hundred Seals 
are supplied at one dollar each. And what are some of 
the needs? 

From the Belgian Congo in Africa come words of thanks 
for the printing of the Gospel of St. Luke in Commercial 
Kikongo. “Our appreciation is inexpressible indeed,” wrote 
a missionary to the Bible Society. “It has been practically 
impossible to get Scriptures in any language whatever 
during the past year. We will ever be grateful to you for 
this assistance in getting the gospel out and in evangeliz- 
ing and winning these peoples to Christ.” 

“In my parish there are more than 5,000 members,” writes 
a pastor from Germany, “who have been expelled from 
their native place, Pommern, by the Polish authorities and 
are robbed in their departure of their last goods and chat- 
tels, They are being sheltered in iron barracks; they have 
neither a chair nor table; many people have arrived with- 
out shoes and stockings who used to be farmers in good 
circumstances before they were driven out. But many of 
them come to me with the lament, that their greatest grief 
is the loss of their Bibles and prayer book by the Poles or 
the Russians. I am thankful that through your present gift 
I can give to some of these friends the Book of books.” 

“Success of our endeavor in reconstruction depends 
largely upon the possibility of bringing the Gospel back in- 
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to the homes of our population,” writes the secretary of the 
Bremen Evangelical Church, located in the British Zone. 
“Therefore every Bible has an inestimable value.” 

“Possibilities Unlimited,” is the way a chaplain described 
the opportunities for the Bible Society in Japan. To meet 
this challenge, the Bible Society is in the process of pub- 
lishing 1,500,000 Japanese New Testaments and 100,000 
whole Bibles, thousands of which have already reached Ja- 
pan. It is expected that during this year, the original re- 
quest for 2,500,000 Testaments will be met and exceeded. 

These are but a few of the important tasks on which the 
Bible Society is working. Every letter that carries a little 
brown Bible Seal, put there by someone who believes, not 
only in the “Reading of the Bible,” but in sharing it also, 
brings the goal of the Bible Society that much nearer com- 
pletion American Bible Society.

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“Brethren, I count not myself to 
have apprehended: but this one 
thing I do, forgetting those things 
which are behind, and reaching forth 
unto those things which are before, 
I press toward the mark for the prize 
of the high calling of God in Christ 
Jesus,” Philippians 3:13, 14. 


INTRODUCTION: The Apostle Paul 
is saying, “Brethren, I count not my- 
self to have attained or laid hold 
of all that the Lord has for me.” I 


am paraphrasing, however this is the 
substance of what he had reference 
to. THIS ONE THING I DO. Paul 
said, “. .. but this one thing I do.” 


Paul has been at the business of 
distributing spiritual legacies down 
through the centuries. You may ask, 
How did he do it? I think we have 
for the present, part of the answer. 
He was a specialist. He was concerned 
about one special thing. Life becomes 
mighty only as all its energies are 
concentrated upon the doing of one 
thing. When the water falls from a 
cloud upon the mountainside, it pos- 
Sibly falls so softly it would not hurt 
the tender face of a baby; but, when 
that water is concentrated into one 
force, it is able to move this same 
mountain by great pressure. It can 
then say, “This one thing I do.” When 
we, too, concentrate our efforts, we 
may say, “This one thing I do.” Not 
only was Paul a man of purpose, but 
that purpose was altogether worthy. 

To what end was he striving? For 
what was he giving his life away? 
This is his answer, “That I may lay 
hold of that for which I was laid 
hold of by Jesus Christ.” The day that 
Christ arrested Paul on the road to 
Damascus, He laid hold of him. The 
Lord had a purpose in mind—But, 
“Rise, and stand upon thy feet: for 
I have appeared unto thee for this 
purpose, to make thee a minister and 
a witness both of these things which 
thou hast seen, and of those things 
in the which I will appear unto thee, 
Acts 26:16. Christ not only purposed 
the making of Paul, but he purposed 
the making of Paul into a minister. 
Paul was a member of the Sanhedrin 
Council, who had sat at the feet of 
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Gamaliel. (A very desirable place for 
students of that day to learn, was 
at the feet of Gamaliel.) Even though 
he was one of the best educated men 
of his day—this man of scholastic 
training—the Lord had to make him 
into a minister. The Lord was doing 
one thing and that was making Paul 
into a minister and causing him to 
become His witness. Yes, Paul had 
one thing in mind. The reason many 
individuals have failed along the way 
is because they did not have one 
thing in mind. Many souls would 
have been won to God that have not 
been won, all because the preacher 
would not cut loose from the shore 
line, launch out into the deep, and 
have one thing in mind. 

FORGETTING THOSE THINGS 

WHICH ARE BEHIND 

This does not mean that Paul for- 
got everything that was behind. He 
did not blot out his past altogether, 
and leave it a perfect blank. There

were some things of yesterday he 
dared not throw into the wastebasket, 
perhaps some unpaid bills—you don’t 
want to forget that. Neither do you 
want to forget the wrongs you might 
have inflicted upon someone last year. 
Do not forget the apology you should 
make. You will never find peace as 
long as you cling to that which is 
not rightfully yours. 

Many years ago an-evangelist was 
holding a meeting in Chicago. A very 
wealthy bachelor, who was a member 
of a prominent church, attended these 
services. He preached a sermon on 
restitution. That sermon brought 
home to the conscience of this 
wealthy bachelor a great sin com- 
mitted in the hot-blooded days of his 
youth. A woman had been wronged 
by him. She slept now in a distant 
grave. But there were two children, 
a boy and a girl. They had been put 
in an orphans’ home. The bachelor 
went for these children. The girl had 
died but the boy he brought to his 
palatial home. As they sat together 
the first night, he said to the boy: 


“Son, do you think you could ever 
love your father, though he did your 
mother a great wrong?” The boy an- 
swered, “I do not know.” The man 
said, “Put your arms around my neck 
and call me father.” This he. did. 
The man testified he found Jesus 
through the clinging arm of the son. 

Do not forget your unrighted wrong. 
God has not forgotten and you must 
not forget. Do not forget flowers 
someone sent you yesterday and the 
little kindness shown to you in the 
past. Do not forget the sympathy that 
helped to dry your tears when you 
were in the midst of great grief. Do 
not forget the hand that has steadied 
you and kept you from falling. Do 
not forget the mercy of the Lord that 
has been shown to you in éhe past. 

There are some things we need to 
forget. I would advise you to throw 
away the wrongs you have suffered 
in the past. If someone wrote you 
an encouraging letter, keep that; you 
may need it when the rain is on the 
roof. Has someone injured you, de- 
ceived you, cheated you, or done you 
a great wrong? If so, forget it. If 
you remember it, the memory will 
harden into hate. Throw into Paul’s 
wastebasket the record of your past 
failures, mistakes, etc. Only remember 
them to the extent that you will not 
fail in the same place next time. Don’t 
try to live your failures and mistakes 
again. Forget those things which are 
behind. It was a terrible failure the 
disciples made when they went into 
Gethsemane to watch with Jesus and 
they failed to watch and went to 
sleep. They slept until the Son of Man

was betrayed into the hands of sin- 
ners. But, what did Jesus say? “Rise, 
let us be going.” If you have failed 
in the past, make things right with 
God and man, and rise up and let 
us be going. No doubt Paul had many 
things to forget. He probably would 
have liked to forget the stoning of 
Stephen, and how he was a perse- 
cutor of the Christians. He knew the 
experience of forgetting those things 
which are behind. 
WHY SHOULD WE FORGET? 
The reason Paul urges us to forget 
(Continued on page 15) 
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In Matt. 18:12, Jesus said, “How 
think ye? if a man have an hundred 
sheep, and one of them be gone astray, 
doth not he leave the ninety and nine, 
and goeth into the mountains, and 
seeketh that which is gone astray?” 
So does the blessed Savior seek 
those who have strayed from His 
fold. So many times the Shepherd has 
to go into the dark night, in cold, rain 
or snow, and when He hears the voice 
of the little one crying, perhaps down 
some steep cliff or mountainside, the 
Good Shepherd makes His way down, 
gently gathers the lost one into His 
arms with great joy, because He has 
found the one whom He loved and 
cared for, until it strayed off into the 
darkness alone. 

Perhaps you are the one who has 
strayed from your heavenly Father’s 
keeping, lost in the world of sin. Then, 
my Friend, Christ is seeking and lis- 
tening to hear your repenting cry, and 
to welcome you back into His fold. Yes, 
He is seeking for you, just as a shep- 
herd seeks his lost sheep. 

Luke 19:10, “For the Son of man is 
come to seek and to save that which 
was lost.” 

No doubt there have been times 
when you were in danger, so much so 
that you, yourself, actually wondered 
how you escaped. That was God’s love 
extending to you another chance to 
get right with God. No doubt you made 
Christ a promise then, but somehow 
you failed to be true to your promise. 
Have you forgotten? God never for- 
gets, and He’s waiting and watching 
for you to repent and keep that prom- 
ise. 

Friend, what will your answer be to 
God? How can you go on offending 
Christ, the one who, on a cruel cross, 
bowed His head and said, “It is fin- 
ished,” that you and I might be saved 
from sin and hell? Oh, I would to God 
that I had accepted Him before I did! 
You, too, will see wasted time, time to 
regret, when Jesus comes into your 
heart. But oh, that time cannot be re- 
called; it is forever wasted and gone. 
Don’t let your time and life be wasted 
for the devil. Your soul is precious, and 
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will have to spend eternity somewhere. 
Where would it be should God call you 
now? 

Those precious hands that were 
scarred for you and me, will sometime 
beckon to us for the last time and 
that small voice will sometime say for 
its last time, Matt. 11:28, “Come unto 
me, all ye that labour and are heavy 
laden, and I will give you rest.” What 
if you wait too late? Then God’s love 
and mercy will be turned to anger 
against you. Isa. 5:25, “Therefore is 
the anger of the Lord kindled against 
his people, and he has stretched forth 
his hand against them, and has smit- 
ten them: and the hills did tremble, 
and their carcases were torn in the 
midst of the streets. For all this his an- 
ger is not turned away, but his hand is 
stretched out still.” Instead of a gen- 
tle plea, “Come unto me,” Christ will 
say, Luke 13:27, 28, “I tell you, I know 
you not whence ye are; depart from 
me, all ye workers of iniquity. There 
shall be weeping and gnashing of 
teeth, when ye shall see Abraham, and 
Isaac, and Jacob, and all the prophets, 
in the kingdom of God, and you your- 
self thrust out.” It will be awful to see 
that loved one enter in to forever be 
with Jesus and you turned away. The 
only chance is to repent and turn to 
God. Just imagine hearing Christ say, 
Matt. 25:41, “Depart from me, ye 
cursed, into everlasting fire prepared 
for the devil and his angels.” Oh, how 
we do want you to escape that awful 
place. 

Perhaps you are a good, honest, 
moral person, but that will not take 
you to heaven. Only the blood of 
Christ can cleanse us from sin. Rev. 
1:5. We must be born again. John 3: 
3-8. Jesus said to Nicodemus, a ruler of 
the Jews, aman of high standing, 
“Verily, verily, I say unto thee, except 
a man be born again, he can not see 
the kingdom of God.” 1 Peter 1:23, 
“Being born again, not of corruptible 
seed (that is of the flesh), but of in- 
corruptible, by the word of God, which 
liveth and abideth forever.” 

To you who have strayed from your 
Father’s keeping, listen to these 





words: Jer. 3:22, “Return, ye backslid- 
ing children, and I will heal your 
backslidings. Behold, we come unto 
thee; for thou art the Lord our God.” 
Friend, He gives you an invitation to 
“return.” What are you doing about it? 
David said in Psalms 27:10: “When my 
father and my mother forsake me, 
then the Lord will take me up.” Christ 
is a friend that sticketh closer than 
a brother. His concern for this sinful 
world was shown as He looked over 
Jerusalem, and said, Matt.

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JAMAICA CONVENTION 

Accepting an invitation from Ray 
Hughes, guest speaker, and Carl J. 
Hughes, superintendent of Bermuda 
and the West Indies, to attend the 
annual Jamaica Convention March 
10-13, Brother Hughes and I motored 
to Miami where we were joined by 
U. D. Tidwell, overseer of Tennessee. 
All of us were received graciously by 
Brother and Sister Hughes in the 
beautiful mission parsonage in sub- 
urban Hialeah. 

Thursday morning, March 10, our 
party, comprising Brother and Sister 
Carl Hughes, Brother Tidwell, Brother 
Ray Hughes, and I, took off from the 
Miami Air Terminal aboard a Pan- 
American World Airways DC-4, which 
was a fifty-five-passenger, four- 
motored ship. Four hours later, after 
a brief stopover in Camaguay, Cuba, 
we landed at the airport in Kingston, 
the capital city of the Island of Jama- 
ica and the scene of what was to be 
the greatest convention in the history 
of the Church of God in Jamaica. 
We were welcomed at the airport by 
Leslie M. Gilpin, overseer of the Is- 
land, and wife, and Sister Alva Mae 
McClure, principal of the Bible School 
at Kingston, all flashing their best 
smiles, and conducted to our mission 
headquarters on Stony Hill, which is 
part of a range of mountains running 
east and west through the heart of 
the Island. We were made to appre- 
ciate the efforts of the Mission Board 
and others concerned in securing this 
comfortable home and _ surrounding 
properties for our mission headquar- 
ters. 

On our arrival, the students of the 
Bible School located near by came 
out to the home and lined up in the 
yard to welcome us. While we stood 
on the veranda, a sextet sang several 
good songs. Reverend Barrett, native 
Jamaican minister and teacher in the 
School, spoke a few words of wel- 
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come, after which they all bowed 
politely and returned to their quar- 
ters. Having received such an inspi- 
rational reception, we were anxious 
to attend the opening service in the 
large Government-owned Ward Thea- 
tre building, which is the largest 
building on the Island, with a com- 
fortable seating capacity of approxi- 
mately 2,000. I say “comfortable” be- 
cause many more than this figure 
were to crowd out the building before 
the convention roared to a great 
spiritual climax on Sunday night. 
The convention started on Thurs- 
day night. We arrived at the audi- 
torium with the “second load” and 
were ushered into a most glorious at- 
mosphere. Space will not permit an 
account of all the wonderful scenes 
witnessed during this great gather- 
ing. We were struck from the begin- 
ning with the profound sincerity of 
the people in their worship, the evi- 
dent stable organization of the native 
ministry and laity, and the well- 
planned management of the conven- 
tion. We received a great welcome 
from the crowd, and could not help 
(nor did we try) but throw ourselves 
wholeheartedly into a spirit of abun- 
dant holiness worship unto God. 
Throughout the services, great waves 
of glory swept the congregations. It 
seemed that everybody was singing 
during the song services. The audi- 
torium has two balconies, both of 
which were packed, and far back in 
the top balcony people were clapping 
their hands (even a policeman on 
duty at one of the exits), singing, 
praising God, and shouting. Especial- 
ly noticeable amid the demonstration 
of God’s Spirit was the order. 
Brother Ray Hughes preached each 
evening -under a mighty anointing 
that moved the congregations beyond 
anything that this writer has ever 
witnessed. Hundreds of _ seekers 
streamed into the altar, prayer rooms,

and hallways each night in response 
to the story of Jesus. By Sunday night 
the building couldn’t begin to seat the 
people. Aisles in both balconies were 
blocked with people standing. Total 
attendance inside the building was 
variously estimated at figures between 
2,500 and 3,000. The doors were closed 
shortly after the service started, to 
hold back the crowd, and we were 
told that far more than a thousand 
people were turned away. 

Gifts were presented to all the 
visitors with typical Jamaican polite- 
ness, and native hats were sent to 
Sister Tidwell and Sister Jernigan. 
A lamp made of native wood was giv- 
en to Brother Ray Hughes for his wife. 
Brother Hughes preached on “The 
Baptism of the Holy Ghost,” and ‘he 
was afire with holy zeal. Approxi- 
mately fifteen minutes before he con- 
cluded his message, a young woman 
got up and walked quietly down the 
aisle and onto the rostrum. A native 
preacher pointed to the stairway off- 
stage leading to a number of upper 
rooms. She disappeared up the stairs 
and, in a few minutes, we could hear 
quite a few voices praying in the up- 
per rooms. I pushed my way through 
the standing throng and made my 
way upstairs. Native preachers were 
already on the job, helping and in- 
structing the seekers. I counted ten 
men in one room and a like number 
of women in another room, all ear- 
nestly seeking God. Others were con- 
tinuously coming from the balconies, 
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In considering this text and the 
foregoing 16 verses of this chapter, 
it is well to keep in mind the fact 
that man has the faculty for putting 
down as fantastic and impossible any 
and everything not thoroughly under- 
stood nor completely clear to them. 
We hear the men of Henry Ford’s 
day declare his plan for running 
horseless carriages in huge numbers 
as an idle dream, a rich man’s folly, 
etc., yet today we see the automobile 
as one of the greatest helps men have 
at their disposal. Why? Because the 
Bible, in Nahum 2:4, declared it would 
be so. How well I remember twenty- 
odd years ago, of reading a glowing 
account of a device called radio, be- 
ing tested in Cincinnati, whereby 
music or speaking could be heard for 
miles. “Foolish,” declared my father. 
“Impossible and absurd, utterly fan- 
tastic,” said the skeptics. But not long 
after, father purchased one, the other 
skeptics did likewise, and who in all 
America today would say the radio 
was an impossibility? And so it goes, 
but whether we believe or not, wheth- 
er we accept or reject it, God’s Word 
is true, and the prophecies written 
therein will come to pass. 


As we look at our text, there are 
two important questions we wish to 
consider, two points we would desire 
to bring out. The first of these and 
perhaps the most important is, 
WHOSE WRATH IS ABOUT TO BE 
POURED OUT? When this 17th verse 
takes place, the tribulation period is 
drawing to a close, the Church of 
God (born-again men and women) 
has been raptured, and the world, 
without God’s love, His mercy, or His 
people, is indeed in a terrible state. 
The sun has turned as black as sack- 
cloth, and the moon, heretofore some- 
thing beautiful and wonderful to be- 
hold, has turned into blood. The stars 
of heaven are falling from their very 
sockets, as though a windstorm shakes 
the figs or other fruit to the ground. 
The heavens are now opened as a 
scroll and the mountains and the four 
islands are shaken by an earthquake 
that will make the atomic bomb seem 
as nothing in comparison. Why? Be- 
cause God has tried preaching, plead- 
ing, and begging; He has tried peace 
and war, prosperity and poverty, to 
cause men and women to pray unto 
Him, and all has failed. It will, there- 
fore, take something above the aver- 
age to cause them to be aware of 
the existence of God, and, brother, 
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THE WRATH O.

Isaiah 13:6-11; Revelation 6:17 
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this is it. Men and women who have 
never bowed their knees in prayer, 
who have never confessed that God 
was a reality, are bowing now con- 
fessing. But we notice, according to 
the 16th verse, that those who have 
laughed, mocked, scoffed, and be- 
littled God, now are ashamed to call 
on Him, afraid to pray to Him, and 
instead are crying out to the rocks 
and the mountains to hide them, to 
shelter them, to save them. But alas, 
it’s too late. 


Friend, what good will your hoarded, 
ill-gotten wealth do you in that day? 
Will your worldly and ungodly friends 
be able to rescue you in that day? 
I tell you of a certainty you had better 
get right with God. Some have come 
to the place where their wisdom and 
knowledge are so great, and their 
wealth so vast, that God seems small 
in comparison. But, let us look into 
the first chapter of the Bible, and 
consider there for a moment the size, 
the power, the wisdom, and the mag- 
nitude of God. We see the world a 
bleak, black, and void object, without 
form, and in a chaotic condition, and 
at a “word from God there was light.” 
Can man, or rather has man, ever 
done as much? Behold the stars at 
night, millions, yes, trillions of them, 
and two-thirds of them greater in 
size than the planet we know as 
earth. God, without the aid of man 
and machinery, placed each one in 
its orbit, and causes them to hang 
there and give light. Heaven, that 
defies man’s description, was planned, 
laid out, and built by this divine be- 
ing, God. Earth with its millions of 
forests, thousands of miles of rivers, 
creeks, etc., was built entirely by Him. 
He scooped out the valleys and piled 
up the sand and called them moun- 


tains. He placed the great oceans in 
their positions and then created the 
fish and mammals to inhabit them. 
He stocked the earth with every an- 
imal, insect, and fowl necessary for 
man’s welfare. The 31st verse tells 
us that it was not just fair, not even 
very well, not just passable, but that 
it was “VERY GOOD.” When all else 
was in readiness and completed, God 
then created man from the ground 
(Gen. 2:7), and breathed the breath 
of life into his nostrils and he be- 
came a living soul. He then put this 
man to sleep and from his rib created 
a “help meet” for him, because out 
of all the fish, fowl, and animals of 
Eden, not a help meet could be found 
for Adam. God gave them Eden, a 
veritable paradise in which to live, 
love, and worship God; a perfect 
place, a perfect people, and a perfect 
God. 


Some have voiced the opinion that 
a holy, a just, and a righteous God 
would never pour out His wrath upon 
the nations as outlined in Revelation, 
6th chapter. But notice the wrath and 
indignation of God, as He destroyed 
disobedient men and every living 
creature upon the earth save those in 
the ark with Noah. Genesis 6th chap- 
ter. See also the anger of God as He 
rains fire and brimstone upon the 
sin and wickedness of Sodom and 
Gomorrah. Genesis 19th chapter. 
Time and space will not permit my go- 
ing into detail and recording instances 
of God’s wrath poured out upon dis- 
obedient people. God is just as holy 
and righteous in His judgment as He 
is when He pardons a lost man or 
woman from a life of sin. 


We notice Jesus, the Son of God, 
as He comes to the Temple and finds 
it corrupt and polluted with thieves 
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and gamblers and moneychangers. He 
platted a whip or scourge and drove 
the ungodly from the Temple, de- 
nouncing them as thieves. Matt. 
21:12; John 2:14-16. The same hands 
that overturned the moneychangers’ 
tables and drove them out, softly and 
gently touched the fevered brow of 
Peter’s mother-in-law and healed her 
instantly. He, too, lifted up the little 
children and blessed them. 


One day our God will denounce sin 
from the world forever, and ungodli- 
ness and the unholy will experience 
the great wrath of an angry God. 
Others will doubtless say, “Yes, I be- 
lieve God will some day denounce sin 
and pour out His wrath upon the sin- 
ner and the unsaved, but that doesn’t 
apply to me. I go to church regularly. 
I pay my tithes. I’m all right.” Well 
and good, my friend, to go to church, 
to pay your tithes, to be a good fel- 
low, but have you been born again? 
John 3:3. Are you saved by the blood 
of Jesus Christ? You say, “Well, I 
think so, or I hope so,” but you can 
know so without thinking or being 
told so. You can live in a world of 
sin without sinning, keep every com- 
mandment of God, and inherit an 
everlasting home in heaven. On the 
other hand, you can reject the Savior, 
put off salvation and be lost forever. 
Luke 16:24. Give us more preachers 
like John Wesley, Billy Sunday, and 
Gypsy Smith whose preaching, 
prayers, and lives caused hardhearted, 
gray-haired men and women to grip 
the edges of their seats until their 
fingernails bit into their flesh, and 
tears flowed from their eyes, so real- 
istic were the pictures painted of the 
torments of hell and God’s wrath. 


Let us consider the second question 
of our text, WHY MUST GOD’S 
WRATH BE POURED OUT? Gen. 3:4. 
We have a man and his wife clothed 
with the skins of animals, their heads 
hung in shame, humiliation written 
all over them, being forcibly ejected 
from their home of perfection by a 
wrathful God. Why? Because they 
have done the thing they were told 
not to do; namely, they have sinned. 
See the angel with the flaming sword 
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placed at the entrance of the garden 
to keep out the wayward transgres- 
sors who have broken God’s law. If 
man and Satan were able to do so 
today, they would build a race track 
around the throne of God, turn heav- 
en into a dance hall, and behead 
every angel or child of God that stood 
in their way. Sin brought death, nat- 
ural and spiritual, to Adam and Eve, 
and the same sin, unless repented 
of by man and forgiven by God, will 
bring everlasting condemnation and 
punishment to the present-day Adams 
and Eves. Most people’s conception of 
sin is the gambler with a deck of 
cards or a pair of dice, a murderer, 
or any large and outlawed practice 
of evil; but it is also the little things 
that count with God, not so much 
what we do but what we fail to do. 
James 2:10, “Whosoever shall keep 
the whole law, yet offend in one 
POINT, he is guilty of all.” The wrath 
of God will be poured out upon the 
disobedient men and women. We are 
either guilty or innocent, saved or lost, 
a saint or sinner, and we will inherit 
either heaven or hell, there is no 
middle ground. Yes, sin is the reason 
God’s wrath will be poured out upon 
the earth and its inhabitants. It (sin) 
has filled the hospital wards, jails, 
penitentiaries, reformatories, and in- 
sane asylums, which have all pros- 
pered because of sin abounding in 
the world today and having control 
of the lives of men. 


We may hide our sin from hus- 
bands, wives, neighbors, friends, and 
even our pastors, but what about 
God? He hears every conversation, 
attends every engagement; so to hide 
sin from God, therefore, is an im- 
possibility. There is a place of safety, 
sinner friend, in Jesus Christ. He wants 
to be your Savior, keeper, and friend, 
a shelter in time of storm; a very 
present help in the time of trouble. 
Will you accept Him now, and escape 
the wrath that is to be loosed upon 
those who reject Him and turn Him 
away? 


“There is a fountain filled with blood 
Drawn from Immanuel’s veins, 

And sinners plunged beneath that flood 
Lose all their guilty stains.” 


Isa. 26:20, “Come, my people, enter 
thou into thy chambers, and shut thy 
doors about thee: hide thyself as it 
were for a little moment, until the 
indignation (wrath of God) be over- 
past.”

Psalm 19:1-6. 


Text: Psalm 19:4, “Their line is gone 
out through all the earth, and their 
words to the end of the world.” 


“Their line,” a cord so stretched as 
to emit a melodious sound, carrying 
the musical message of love to the en- 
tire universe, in the sweetest strain of 
melodies the ear of man shall ever 
hear the doctrine of God eternal, from 
the beginning to the ending of time. 

Gen. 1:1, “In the beginning God 
created the heavens and the earth.”

outside doors, and unseen by those 
on the main floor, were making their 
ways to the prayer rooms. Approxi- 
mately fifty were already praying up- 
stairs when Brother Hughes finished 
his message. When he gave the altar 
call, it looked like the congregation 
had been dismissed, except that the 
throng was moving to the altar. From 
all over the building they streamed! 
It was wonderful! All available space 
before the rostrum was filled. All 
available space was utilized on the 
rostrum, but still they came! Seekers 
stood in line down the aisles and 
pushed their way single file up the 
steps to the prayer rooms. Brother 
Carl Hughes counted seventy in one 
room and there were seven rooms 
full! The hallway was full and it 
seemed that the air was full of the 
presence of God. Altar workers were 
plentiful. I saw no one sitting back 
talking to someone else, such as we 
see during our altar services here in 
the States. Everybody seemed to be 
interested in the altar service. The 
Christians that couldn’t get near the 
altar to help the seekers, sang out 
of their hearts, and a heavenly at- 
mosphere prevailed. Several native 
preachers were keeping a record of 
conversions. Their final report was 
in excess of 900 souls saved in four 
nights! There is no way of telling 
how many Christians were strength- 
ened and the fire in their hearts re- 
kindled. The native ministers were 
greatly blessed, and I am sure that 
future reports from Jamaica will be 
greater as these men of God return 
to their respective fields of labor. 


The convention ended in a true 
missionary spirit. Brother Carl Hughes 
announced that Sister McClure, who 
had been granted a furlough to the 
United States because of her health, 
had decided to stay in Jamaica where 
her heart is. This announcement was 
met with much applause by the na- 
tives, for they dearly love Sister Mc- 
Clure. May we all pray that God will 
honor her sacrifice with healing. 


To close this article without men- 
tioning the inspiring message by 
Brother Tidwell on Friday night, 
Brother Carl Hughes’ great doctrinal 
sermon on “The Church of God,” the 
privilege afforded the writer by 
Brother Hughes and Brother Gilpin 
to preach to such a gospel-loving peo- 
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ple, the kind treatment received from 
the ministers and people of Jamaica, 
and our exceptionally pleasant stay 
in the home of Brother and Sister 
Gilpin, would be an injustice. 

On Monday, we joined the students 
of the Bible School in a short de- 
votional service before leaving for the 
airport. 

Brother and Sister E. H. Potts, na- 
tive Jamaicans, came to the airport 
to see us off. We waved good-bye to 
them, Brother and Sister Gilpin, and 
Sister McClure, and climbed aboard 
our plane. As Jamaica faded in the 
distance and we headed homeward, 
our hearts were filied with appreci- 
ation for those who have pioneered 
for the Church of God in our various 
mission fields, and for the folks at 
home who are giving and giving again 
in our great mission program.—Rev. 
Bill Brown, pastor, Benton, Illinois.

ye liken me, or shall I be equal? saith 
the Holy One. Lift up your eyes on 
high, and behold who hath created 
these things, that bringeth out their 
host by number: he calleth them all by 
names by the greatness of his might, 
for he is strong in power; not one 
faileth.” 

Since no man hath seen God, it is 
certain that no man can draw a pic- 
ture or make an image that resembles 
Him. And man is forbidden to even 
attempt to make any image or like- 
ness of Him. “Thou shalt have no 
other gods before me.” Any attempt 
to do so would degrade Him in the 
eyes of the world of unconverted 
souls, and cause them to havea 
wrong and a degraded conception of 
Him. He cannot be compared with the 
gods of the heathen, which one will 
conclude, if one will but consider the 
work of His hands. God can be found 
of man: without any special revela- 
tion of Him, for He is everywhere 
making Himself manifest to man, and 
through nature and providence is 
trying to show Himself to man. If a 
man wants Him, He can be found of 
him. Rom. 1:20. The invisible God is 
manifest by His visible works. The 
works which He has done and does 
declare His omnipotence, omnipres- 
ence, omniscience, His love and His 
benefits. 

A multitude of witnesses testify to 
His beneficence, to the watchfulness 
and care that He has manifested 
toward the work of His hands. He is 
made manifest through nature, 
through the conscience and the things 
that are created by Him. In Rom. 1:23 
we read that the heathen had changed 
the glory of the incorruptible God, by 
practicing idolatry; they had ignored 
their responsibility to God; they had 
disregarded the revelations of Him as 
given by nature, and their disrespect 
for Him brought on a spiritual dark- 
ness, and they began to ascribe deity 
to the most contemptible things their 
wicked minds could conceive, proving 
their ungratefulness to Him.

The message of the heavens is un- 
derstandable by men everywhere, of 
every language, of every station, for 
their line is gone out through all the 
earth, and their words to the end of 
the world.

But she went away and 
you forgot her, you forgot one by 
remembering another.

He became 
absorbed in the things of today. 

REACHING FORTH UNTO THOSE 

WHICH ARE BEFORE 

This is the only way to forget. We 
forget by becoming absorbed in today 
instead of yesterday. There are many 
things worth while ahead of us. May- 
be you will say there is nothing ahead 
of you worth while, but I will name 
a few things that are ahead of you. 

First, Jesus Christ is ahead of you
